C losest Associate Did Not Know 
He Was a Yegg­ 
man. 


The body of Clarence S. Wallace, 
former resident of Waynesboro, safe 
cracker, burglar and murderer, 
has 
arrived in Frederick from Santa Bar­ 
bara, California. 
Wallace 
was 
shot 
and 
fatally 
wounded on 
Saturday afternoon 
in 
Santa Barbara, when he resisted ar­ 
rest by three government detectives, 
after he had fallen into a cleverly laid 
[plot, which was laid to trap him after 


I he had escaped when he killed Leo M. 
! Creamer, of Thurmont. 
Trailed from Frederick all the way 
across the United States to the coast 
of the Pacific, the man fell into the 
clutches of the law, only to die from 
bullet wounds inflicted upon him. 
The circulars sent out advertising 
the $1000 reward for Wallace’s deliv­ 
ery, dead or alive, called for the de­ 
livery of his body to the Baltimore po­ 
lice department but, Frederick coun­ 
ty has to pay the $1000 so the body 
was shipped there. 
It is not known yet what disposi­ 
tion will be made of Wallace’s body 
but it is thought likely that it will be 
j taken either to the court house or to 
the jail. 
The body will be embalmed and sent 
to Frederick for purposes of absolute 
! identification 
in order that rewards 
(may be rightfully paid, indictments 
■ quashed and other legal matters wind­

The police had his re­ 
cord in the Bertillon Bureau, but they 
had not regarded him as a desperate 
man. 
Indeed, they were very much 
surprised when they discovered that 
it was he who killed 
the Frederick 
county merchant in cold blood. 
According to the 
information re­ 
ceived by detectives who were running 
down clues, 
Wallace often 
left the 
house after dark and told the woman 
with whom he lived that he was going 
on fishing trips. Each night he would 
take a small black handbag with him 
which 
he said 
contained bait 
and 
tackle. 
This is said to be the same 
bag that was taken from Irvin Mprtz 
when he was arrested in Thurmont on 
October 18. 
A complete set of bur­ 
glars’ tools was in it and it was uses) 
as evidence against Martz when 
he 
was brought to trial. 
He was charg­ 
ed with cracking safes. 
According 
to the police at Santa 
Barbara, Wallace 
admitted 
that he 
was the man for whom the Baltimore 
police were on the lookout.
